Council Adopts the Annual 
Appropriation After Add- 
ing $525,136 to Total 

Sum Carried. 


MANY SALARIES RAISED. 


Measure Orders Spending of 82, 
205,062 for Corporate Pur- 
poses. More than Esti- 
mated Income. 


The etty council and tte finance committee 
finished and adopted the annual appropria- 
tion din yesterday. Between them they 
added a total of $525,185 to the bill as it stood 
the day before, bringing the excess of appro- 
priation over estimated income in the cor- 
porate fund up to $2,205,062. The totals for 
this fund are:

This income includes a bond issue of $2,500, - 
000. While some of the appropriations are 
of the kind known as wind —made with no 
intention of spending the money this year— 
still it is going to be a difficult task to make 
both ends meet at the end of the year and 
the money which will come in ae compensa- 
tion from the street car companies is going to 
be a sore temptation to the city authorities. 
Water Fund to Go in Debt. 

The water fund adds ite share to the gen- 
eral excess of appropriation over income.

Salary Increases Voted. 


The council meeting Was a comparatively 


short ono. It finished its work in u little 
over three hours, but it was lively enough 
while it ldsted. First the finance committee 
reported in some amendments. to the bill, 
mainly in the way of salary increases. The 
most prominent ones were: 

Chief of Police Shippy, from $6,000 to $8,000 

Assistant Chief 9 from $4,000 te 


$5,000 

Chief Fire Marshal Horan, from $6,000 to 
$8,000 

First Assistant Marshal Seyferlich, from 
$4,500 to $5,000 

Health — — Evans, from $6,000 to 
$8,000 

Building Commissioner Downey, from $5,000 
to $6,000 

It also recommended increases in the de- 
partment of electricity for the installation of 
drainage canal power and in the engineer- 
ing department. Then the council took hold 
and did the rest. Chairman Bennett of the 
finance committee, who was in the chair 
presiding over the committee of the whole, 
tried to check the aldermen, but with l.ttle 
success. He used the gavel once in awhile, 
but generally allowed a division of the house, 
with the result that the Increases asked for 
were granted. 


Four Votes Against It. 

The bill as finally recommended by the 
committee passed by a vote of 62to4 The 
negative votes were those of Ald. Cullerton, 
Kunz, Dever, and Connery. The firet two 
gave no reason for their votes, but Ald. 
Connery said he had not had time to consider 
the bill so he could vote intelligently. Ald. 
Dever made an impassioned speech, saying: 

„This bill is all wrong, and, as a self-re- 
specting man, I cannot vote for it. While 
the city has no money to spare it wastes s 
large amount in raising salaries, and they 
are the selaries of men who least need the 
money. I vote No.“ 

Ald. Dunn said he did not like the bill and 
had voted against all salary increases, but 
he recognized that it must be passed and so 
would vote for it. 

The liveliest passage at arms came up 
when the item of “one chief engineer in 
charge of the testing department at $2,400 " 
was called. This is the place filled by P. L. 
McArdle, although last year it was described 
as one chief tester and the pay was 33. 
a year. Ald. Finn wes on hig feet in a mo- 
ment. 

Calls It Evasion of Law. 

“Mr. Chairman,” said he, “I move that 
the pay be raised to the old figure and the 
old title be restored. This is nothing but an 
attempt to legislate a faithful and com- 
petent employé out of his place by under- 
handed means. It ts a plain endeavor to get 
around the civil service law.“ 

„ am surprised that Ald. Finn, who isa 
member of the finance committee, attacks 
the committee’s report,” exclaimed Ad. 
Moynihan, but Ald. Dever answered before 
Ald. Finn could: 

„ ald. Finn and five other members of the 
committee fought this item in the commit- 
tee. They were barely overruled. Ad. 
Moynihan knows full well the purpose of the 
Item. e 

The only complaint which has been made 
against Mr. McArdle,” added Ald.

SAYS DBTECTIVES ASKED $10

Representative -O’Brien Accuses 
Two of Attempt to Extort. 


THEY DENY THE CHARGE. 


Thomas Sheehan and Walter 0’ Brien, 


Nephew of Captain, the Men. 


Two city detectives were accused yesterday 
by State Representative Thomas J. O’Brien 
of the Twenty-first district, who filed an 
affidavit with Chief Shippy. He says De- 
tectives Thomas J. Sheehan and Walter B. 
O'Brien ot the detective bureau attempted 
to extort $10 from him on Wednesdey night 
after they had stopped him at Halsted and 
West Madison streets and questioned him 
on suspicion of being a pickpocket. 

Sheehan has been a member of the depart- 
ment for more than twelve years. O’Brien 
has been on the department less than three 
years, and is a nephew of Capt. P. D. O’Brien, 
head of the detective bureau. The two were 
summoned to Chief Shippy’s office last even- 
ing, where they made signed statements 
denying the charges. Both admitted having 
questioned Representative O’Brien at Hal- 
sted and West Madison streets on Wednes- 
day night. 


Arrested, Then Asked for Money. 

According to the affidavit made by Repre- 
sentative O'Brien, the detectives, after ques- 
tioning him, took him on a street car and 
started dowfMown. When he asked them 
where they were going to take him, he says, 
they told him he was under arrest. He said 
some mistake had been made, but the de- 
tectives asserted they knew him, that no 
mistake had been made, and that they had 
been watching him for some time. 

O’Brien then asked, he says, that the two 
go with him to the office of National Com- 
mitteeman Roger C. Sullivan, which they 
agreed to do. It was while they were on the 
way to Mr. Sullivan's office,,O’ Brien asserts, 
that hush money was asked of him by the de- 
tectives. 

Tou might ae well ‘dig up 310,“ 
detectives are alleged to have said. 
would all go for lawyer's fees.“ 

O'Brien says he told them he would get the 
money of Mr. Sullivan, and he asked the 
detectives to go to a building at 115 Dear- 
born street with him. He said they accom- 
panied him as far as the door of the bullding 
and then fled, but he followed them. 

He says they went toward the city hall, and 
that he knew they were assigned to the de- 
tective bureau, as they were in Lieut. Hal- 
pin's command. Afterward he learned the 
detectives names and told Coroner Peter M. 
Hoffman about the affair. It was then de- 
cided that Chief Shippy should be notified. 


Chief Orders Investigation. 

Representative O’Brien came to my of- 
fice Thursday night with Coroner Hoffman 
and made an affidavit in which he accused 
Detectives Sheehan and O’Brien of attempt- 
ing to extort money from him,” said Chief 
Bhippy last night. 

„When I heard of the affair I ordered 
Lieut. Halpin to make a thorough investi- 
gation. Both detectives have reported to me 
and they deny the charge. Halpin has given 
me a written report. It the charges against 
the detectives are true they will be punished. 
I asked Mr. O’ Brien to go to the Central sta- 
tion and identify the two men ‘before any 
action is taken, but he sent word that he 
was il and that his representative would 
attend to the matter.’’ 


Detective O’Brien Says It’s a Lie.“

ing it was a lie.”

While there we saw O’Brien leap from a 
crowded Halsted street car and watched him 

a few minutes. We went up to him and when 
Sheehan questioned him he got ‘ fresh ’ and 
would not talk with us. 


Says They Parted on Good Terms. 

“We told him if he was a good citizen he 
would answer our questions and this made 
him mad. He insisted that he be locked up 
and we got on a Madison street car and 
were going to take him to the station when 


he finally told us who he was. We both" 


offered apologies and he accepted them after 
a while, and then invited us to drink with 
him, which we did. 

“Neither Sheehan nor I made any re- 
mark about money whatsoever and how he 
can attach his name to such a charge I can- 
not see, It is a lie all the way through, and 
I want the matter investigated thoroughly.”

Storm of Electioneering Said to Be Going

Beneath the placid surface which the Chi- 
cago Woman's club presents to the world, a 
storm of electioneering is going on. A new 
method of nominating candidates for the va- 
rious offices, together with the refusal of Mrs.

The only candidate for the presidency who

The new method of nominating candidates 
throws the caucus polls open to every mem- 
ber of the club. The candidates who receive 
the largest number of votes will be declared 
as candidates on the regular club tickets.

That the faculty has recognized the mag- 
nitude of Mr. Crane’s utterance is attested 
by the tactful way in which the affair has 
been officially ignored. The students are per- 
haps slower of comprehension, and are but 
now realizing the sweeping dimensions of the 
remarks made by Mr. Crane. His utterances 
insult Mr. Carnegie, Mr. Hammerschiag, the 
faculty, and the students, and are worthy of 
all scorn capable of expression.

More than that, it le a personal affront 
to each and every one of us who have bene- 
fited by the generesity of Mr. Carnegie, and 
it is up to us to state as emphatically as we 
can that we don't agree with him in any 
particular, and that we will prove by our 
lives that he is greatly mistaken.”

much becauge the people had supreme con- 
fidence in him as because they distrusted 
Hearst. President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Root undoubtedly had a great deal to do 
with the defeat of Hearst and the conse 
quent election of Hughes. 

Under ordinary conditions Chanler would 
be a’ natural candidate for the presidency 
himself. If Bryan were out of the way he 
could chaim as much personal following as 
Gov. Johnson. 

As it is, it will be hard for the Bryan peo- 
ple to escape the Chanler movement, and 
they certainly could go farther and fare 
worse. 

The young Meutenant governor is, to a cer- 
tain extent, of the Roosevelt type. That is 
to say, he was born in purple and yet has 
made himself personally popular with the 
proletariat. 

He is a good example of the rich young 
man in politics, and, besides that, has a war 
record in Cuba and has written a book or 
two of travels and hunting experiences. 

If a man like Taft were nominated tt is 
Hkely that a good many of the strong anti- 
Roosevelt republicans in New York, where 
Wall street influence dominates everybody, 
would either stay away from the polls or 
would swallow Bryan for the sake of cast- 
ing a vote for Chanber. 


New York Vote Needed. 

Everybody knowe that under present con- 
ditions the democratic candidate cannot be 
elected unless he secures the thirty-nine 
electoral votes of New York state. 

Maving failed to get a man like Gray, Har- 
mon, or Francis at the head of the ticket, the 
eastern democrats are more than likely to 
demand the nomination of Chanler for sec- 
ond place, unless it is decided to run him for 
governor of New York. 

In the latter event, it ie said, the eastern 
democrats, including the anti-Bryan men in 
the south, may conclude to take up Johnson 
of Minnesota as a candidate for the second 
place. Geographically, Minnesota and Ne- 
braska are close together. There has gen- 
erally been an unwritten law in both parties 
that the presidential ticket should de split 
up between the east and west. 

It does not follow that it should always be 
so. There is no reason why Johnson might 
not go on the ticket with Bryan if the Min- 
nesota governor cared to sacrifice his polit- 
ical prospects to that extent. 

Good judges of the political situation in the 
far northwest have told me that Johnson, as 
a candidate for the first place, would have a 
reasonable chance of carrying Minnesota 
and the two Dakotas. 

If hig name is worth as much for second 
place, and Bryan, by a supreme effort, could 
win out in his own state, there would then be 
provided three-fourths of as many electoral 
votes as New Tork itself could furnish. 


Johnson Not a Martyr. 

This would help some, as a matter of course, 
and many of the democrats say that if Chan- 
ler is drafted to run for governor of New 
York they will try to have Johnson put on 
as Bryan's running mate. 

Whether the Minnesota governor will relish 
guch a program is more than doubtful. His 
friends consider him the best kind of presi- 
dential timber, and while they admit that 
Bryan has the nomination nailed down this 
year, they think Johnson is a young enough 
man to wait four years for his final reward. 
He will not be 47 years old until after the 
democratic convention at Denver. 

The eastern people who are talking about 
Johnson now, say that if he can smash the 
geographical condition, he could also be de- 
pended upon to follow Roosevelt by becom- 
ing a presidential candidate after he had 
been on the ticket for second place. 

It is a curious condition of affairs where 
the party leaders are looking around for a 
vice presidential candidate to make up for 
the political deficiency of the man who is con- 
ceded first place. -

NO RELIEF FOR BOLDENWECK. 


Congress Decides Not to Act in Behalf 
of Chicago Subtreasurer in $173,- 
000 Robbery Case. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—[{Special.]— 
Congress is to take no action concerning the 
bill which proposes to relieve the bondsmen 
of William Boldenweck, assistant treasurer 
of the United States at Chicago, from pay- 
ment of the $173,000 which was lost from the 
subtreasury at Chicago a year ago. 

A bill to reimburse Boldemweck was intro- 
duced in the house and referred to the com- 
mittee on claims. Chairman Miller of that 
committee said today that he had been di- 
rected to write a letter to Mr. Boldenweck 
and say that the claim will not.be taken up 
until the next session of congress; that in- 
vestigations at the treasury department are 
not yet complete, and until they are complete 
it will be impossible for the committee on 
claims to act intelligently in the matter. 

A similar bill in Mr. Boldenweck’'s behalf 
was introduced in the senate by Senator Cul- 
lom and referred to the committee on finance. 
At a meeting of that committee three weeks 
ago the measure was referred to a subcom- 
mittee, consisting of Senators Burrows and 
Bailey. This subcommittee will undoubtedly 
recommend action similar te that taken by 
the house committee,

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Dr. Wheeler Says World's Stage 
Will Shift from Atlantic. 


SEES CHINA WIDE AWAKE. 


East, He Declares, Will Soon Be Big 
Factor in Problem. 


Benjamin Ide Wheeler, president of the 
University of California, looks for a rapid 
shifting of the world’s scene from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific ocean. He believes the 
cruise of the battleship fleet will serve to open 
the eyes of the nation to the importance the 
Pacifie not only does but will play in the 
world’s affairs. 

Dr. Wheeler will deliver a Washington 
birthday address at Orchestra hall, under 
the auspices of the Union League club, today. 
He expressed his views of things internation- 
al, financial, commercial, and educational! 
yesterday. 

While the Japanese agitation had subsided 
on the coast, Dr. Wheeler said he looked for 
much serious trouble with Japan in the near 
future. He believes the United States has 
many hard problems to solve with Japan, 
but he is certain a war will be averted 
through the efforts of the “ best people of 
Japan.“ 


Glad Fleet “Discovers” Pacific. 
“The people on the coast are enthusiastic 
about the approach of the battleship fleet,“ 
he said at the Annex. They are glad that 
the nation has discovered it has a Pacific 
ocean and that the Pacific coast is being 
recognized as a part of the United States, 


| On every hand there is great rejoicing that 


the fleet is coming. ' 

“Our relations with Japan are still dim 
cult. We have many difficult problems to 
solve with the Japanese yet, although the 
agitation has settled considerably on the 
coast. This has been due to a great extent 
to the peaceable internal policy of Japan. 
We now live on a friendly understanding. 

“ This friendly understanding will be better 
understood when all our efforts and power 
as @ nation are clearly set forth. But the 
best people of.Japan will have a strong in- 
fluence to settle all questions peaceably, 


Center of Stage Shifts. 

We have just as important a role to play 
in the Pacific, which from this time on be- 
comes the center of the working out of the 
great problems of the world's history. 

“Within the next century China ie coming 
into the world. It has been out of the world 
up to this time. And so is India coming into 
the world. China, India, and Japan repre- 
sent half of the world’s population. These 
people are fust beginning to play a part tn 
the world’s affairs. They will be occupied 
with Pacific ocean matters. The people of 
America don’t realize the tremendous po- 
temtlallties that reside in pent up China.” 


Urges National University. 

In hig address Dr. Wheeler will urge the 
immediate founding of a national university 
at Washington, for which the country's 
father left $25,000 in his will. 

Benjamin Franklin, James Madison, and 
John Hancock were extremely desirous of 
having provisions for a national university in 
the constitution,“ he said. “ They thought it 
was @ necessary complement of the United 
States government, just as the University of 
Paris and the University of Berlin are in 
France and Germany. 

“George Washington urged the founding 
of such an institution many times in his ad- 
dresses, and mentioned it at length in his will. 
He left $25,000 in his will in order that a start 
might be made. A bill providing for a nation- 
al public university will be presented at the 
next congress. 

Dr. Wheeler said that the coast was solid 
for Taft as the presidential candidate. 


OGLESBY DIRECT VOTE LAW 
IS SIGNED BY GOV. DENEEN. 


Uncertainty Over Measure Ends and 
Anti-Administration Politicians Are 
Expected to Announce Plans Soon, 


Springfield, III., Feb. 21.—[Special.}—Gov. 
Deneen settled all doubt regarding the 
Oglesby direct primary law this afternoon by 
signing it. It becomes a law on July 1, not 
having been passed by the necessary two- 
thirds vote to give it effect as an emer- 
gency measure. 

The fact that the governor held his aig- 
nature back until the next to the last day al- 
lowed him to sign or veto K gave rise to the 
rumor that it had failed to pass the inapec- 
tion of Attorney General Stead on consti- 
tutional points. 

The act was sent to the attorney general's 
office, but Mr. Stead says that it was exam- 
ined merely to ascertain whether it was cor- 
rect in form and that no attempt was made to 
pass on ite sonstitutionality. 

It was reported back with the statemeft 
that in form it was all right, and any con- 
stitutional questions which may be involved 
in it will have to wait court action for de- 
termination. 

It has been supposed that the bit of uncer- 
tainty existing regarding the act so long as 
it still was possible for the governor to veto 
it was having an effect on republican state 
politics. 

Richard Yates, in an interview, intimated 
that so long as the act lacked the governor's 
signature it was impossible for a man to an- 
nounce his candidacy with any positive 
knowledge of what would be the conditions 
under which he would make the race. 

If this littl bit of uncertainty has been 
delaying the plans of the anti-Deneen repub- 
Means it now is possible for them to go ahead 
with certain knowledge of how the contest 
will be conducted. 

What startled the anti-administration re- 
publicans was the fact that some county 
committees are planning to indorse the pres- 
ent governor, the Sangamon, county commit- 
tee having done 80. 

They were afraid this indicated a program 
of snap conventions controlled by these com- 
mittees following the vetoing of the Oglesby 
bill on the ground that it was unconstitu- 
tional. .

This appears also in congressional legis- 
lation giving to administrative officers ex- 
clusive determination in regard to unmit- 
grants, the seizure and removal of Chinese 
and other prohibited classes. 

“Again it ie disclosed by thé clamor 
against the exercise of the equitable power of 
injunction. Effort has been made to make 
this a political question, and government by 
injunction has been an object of easy denun- 
ciation. 

“ Bo far from removing or restricting this 
power, there never was a time when ite un- 
resisted and vigorous exercise was worth 
more to the nation and for the best inter- 
este of all. 

“ As the population ®ecomes more dense, 
as business interests multiply and crowd 
each other, the restraining power of a court 
of equity ts of far greater importance than 
the punishing power of a court of criminal 
law. 

“To take away the equitable power of re- 
straining wrong is a step b toward 
barbarism rather than forward toward a 
higher civilization. 

Hiding Evidence Denounced. 

“There is sometimes a concealment of 
judicial proceedings. Divorce sults are con- 
ducted without publicity. A commission ts 
appointed to take testimony which is report- 
ed to the court, and upon which the divorce 
is granted, while the testimony and the en- 
tire proceedings except the result are con- 
cealed from public view. 

“There are, it is said, unpleasant dts- 
closures; there is a skeleton in the family. 
Public trials bring to light a fearful mess of 
revolting facts. 

“ Yellow journals are constantly spreading 
those impure and disgusting details broad- 
cast through the land. They all should be 
withheld from public gaze. - 

“ While I regret, as much as any one, the 
disposition on the part of some journals to 
hunt out the nastiness of lite and lay it 
before. thefr readers, yet against any con- 
cealment or secrecy in judicial proceedings I 
most earnestly protest. Better no divorces 
than divorees obtained by secret judicial 
proceedings.

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 21.—In an address 
at the annual dinner of tne Pennsylvania 
Scotch-Irigh society here tonight United 
States Circuit Court Judge George Gray of 
Delaware said that the constitution of the 
United States needs no revision. 

The speaker launched into an appeal 
against what he described as the present 
tendency for increasing the powers of the 
federal government to the detriment of the 
powers of the separate states. 

Expressing the opinion that wealth had 
perhaps increased too rapidly, and that the 
danger of immigration presented complica- 
tione, nevertheless, he said: ‘ We aould get 
along with less governmental aid to stimu- 
late activity. We don’t need protection or 
subsidy, and we do not need proclamation 
of the trresponsibility of the irresponsibles. 

The constitution of the United States 
was good enough for our fathers; it made our 
country what it is, and it is now strong 
enough without addition. 

The powers of the general government are 
strong enough, and neither by legislation 
nor construction do we need more centraliza- 
tion of powen”

Deposits in the national banks of Chicago 
are now the largest in their history. The 
money panic, so far as the banks are con- 
cerned, is completely over, and confidence 
has been re#stablished among country in- 
stitutions. The deposits have poured in 
from banks in the western country. Two 
months ago these country and reserve city 
banks were clamoring for cash from Chicago, 
Not much sooner did they get it than they 
are sending it back again. 

Deposits of the national banks at the be- 
1 of business, Feb. 15, were $345,061,- 

. The last previous high mark was made 
May 20, 1907, when the total was $340,496, 702. 
The low point in the last year, so far as 
published statements are concerned, was on 
Dec. 3, when the total was $298,006,933. Those 
figures, however, did not represent the low- 
est point, for there had been some recovery 
before the banks were asked to make a 
statement. 

Since Dec. 3 deposits have increased over 
$47,000,000, or 15.71 per cent. At the same 
time the national banks have strong cash re- 
serves and cash resources. The latter item 
ig 43.1 per cent of total deposits. 

Loans have shown no gain of consequence 
since December, illustrating the lack of de- 
mand following the stagnation in business.

ed pipe and truck men, but was beaten, 27 to 
24. Ald. Coughlin had better luck, however, 
when he moved to add $200 to the pay of 
Police Lieut.

Legislators Seize Van Load of 
Supplies Which Will Be 
Put to Test. 


HEAR STORY ABOUT GIRLS 


Patients Said to Have Gone 
Astray in Chicago After 
Having Been Freed. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Lincoln, III., Feb. 21.—[Special.}—A sub- 
committee of the legislative investigating 
committee today descended on the Lincoln 
Asylum for Feeble Minded Children and 
seized a great vanload of foodstuffs, which 
may or may not be adjudged “ below grade.” 

Representatives John J. McLaughlin and 
Edward Hope are the legislative burglars 
who took possession of the state's provisions. 
The van which contains the contraband ar- 


ticles of commerce will be shipped into Chi- 


cago today, where they will be analyzed, in 
order to discover whether they are sultable 
for food for the inmates of the asylum. 

It was shortly before dinner when Repre- 
sentatives Hope and McLaughlin swooped 
down upon the asylum, and, without warn- 
ing, demanded that they be shown to the 
storeroom. 

Now,“ said Mr. Hope, we want to take 
some of every kind of food that you have in 
stock here. Let us see some of that oat- 
meal that is supposed to contain worms.” 

So the attendant in charge brought out the 
oatmeal, as well as many and various cans 
of vegetables and fruit. Every sample was 
sealed, marked, and placed under guard. 


See Patients at Meals. 

Now let us see exactly what these in- 
mates are being fed,“ said Mr. Hope. 

So the subcommittee was led to the general 
dining hall, where the regular daily bill of 
fare was exposed to their view. Here is the 
bill: Vegetable soup, coarse bread and butter, 
stewed prunes, beef stew, fruit or pie, and 
coffee. 

The subcommittee was acting under orders 
to discover whether the charges that many 
of the provisions used at the asylum were 
purchased at prices higher than those 
charged to business houses. It was for this 
reason that they seized the samples. 

Every effort was made to prevent the au- 
thorities at the asylum from learning of the 
proposed raid upon the storerooms. Attor- 
ney Moulton, president of the civil service 
commission and personal representative of 
the governor, however, had learned of the ex- 
pected visit before the arrival of the commit- 
tee and spent the night at the asylum. When 
the subcommittee arrived at the asylum it 
was met at the door by Mr. Moulton. 


Search Charges Involving Girls. 

One of the important features of the inves- 
tigation here relates to charges that girls 
have been discharged by Dr. Hardt without 
Proper authority. These girls, according to 
the stories in the hands of the committee- 
men, now are in houses of ill fame in Chicago. 

According to one of the stories that was 
carried to Mr. Hope today, two of these girls 
Catherine 
Ball is named as being one of the girls in 
question. She was discharged from the asy- 
lum some weeks ago. It appears that Miss 
Ball, who was pretty and of a magnetic per- 
sonality, was on the pay roll of the institu- 
tion until Gov. Deneen ordered that all in- 
mates of state asylums be separated from the 
State’s pay roll. After that time, it seems, 
she disappeared with eight other inmates. 

“TI never heard of this case, said Dr. 
Hardt. I do not believe it could have oc- 
curred.” 

After all of these matters had been taken 
up in detail. Dr. Hardt escorted the com- 
mittee through the institution in order to 
prove the falsity of various charges which 
have been preferred against the institution 
during the present asylum investigation. 


Deny Milk Supply Is Scant. 

It was discovered that many of the steam 
heating devices have not been covered. Ac- 
cording to evidence heard at previous ses- 
sions of the legislative committee, these heat- 
ers were being covered as fast as the asylum 
forces could accomplish the work. 

After the search through the institution was 
concluded, the committeemen questioned Dr. 
Hardt about various phases of the asylum 
situation. 

Is it true,“ asked Mr. Hope, that you 
have but a small number of cows while the 
consumptives here need much milk? 

“I guess that I have about ninety-six 
s,“ said Dr. Hardt. These cos are to 
be examined in the near future. Many of 
them may have tuberculosis themselves. I 
cannot decide this question until the experts 
come here to look them over.“ 


Jacksonville Inquiry Today. 


The question of eggs also was made the 
subject of an investigation. According to 
witnesses who have been examined by the 
committee the consumptive patients were 
not given sufficient milk and eggs. 

It the patients were not given sufficient 
eggs it was because the attendants did not 
order them,“ said Dr. Hardt. “I always 
have tried to have enough eggs here. Of 
course, one man cannot look up every detall 
of the situation himself.“ 

The committee expects to investigate the 
food supply: and the system of purchasing 
foodstuffs at the Jacksonville asylum to- 
morrow.

GREAT BATTLE WITH SNOW. 


Italian Machine Not Far Behind; De 


Dion Awaits Repairs. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Goshen, Ind., Feb, 21.—[Special.]—With 
the American flag flying at its masthead and 
its body and wheels crusted thick with snow 
and ice, the Thomas fiyer, with Montague 
Roberts at the helm, drove into Goshen to- 
night at 8 o'clock. Eighteen more miles had 
been accomplished during. the day in the 
22,000 mile race from New York to Paris. 

The Italian car, the Zust, is coming through 
from Kendallville tonight. The French car, 
De Dion, ie still at Kendallville waiting for 
new parts. The American car will push on to 
South Bend early in the morning, on the fight 
to keep the lead all the way to Chicago. 


Unbroken Snow Field Ahead. 


After South Bend the plunge will be made 
into the unbroken snow field, where the Chi- 
cago autoists came to grief in their attempt 
to reach the racers. Roberts expects to get 
to Chicago early next week. 

Word came from Michigan City today that 
400 men would be sent out to clear the coun- 
try roads in that circuit. President Mulhol- 
land of the Northern Indiana railway will 
send a gang of shovelers and a special car 
to Goshen in the morning to assist in the way 
to South Bend. These are good illustrations 
of the interest that is being shown all along 
the route. 

Two thousand persons lined the walks in 
this city. tonight and cheered as the racer 
and pllot came whirling through the snow 
storm. 

They left Wawaka early this morning and 
tried again to get to Ligonier. A few miles 
out of Ligonier they stuck Cisco hill, which 
looked like an iceberg with perpendicular 
sides. It took just three hours to get up this 
hill with the aid of a farmer. 


“On to Chicago!” the Cry. 

At Ligonier the chains were fixed up and, 
preceded by a four horse team and a bob 
sied to break the way, Roberts left at 2:45 
this afternoon. Millersburg, eight miles 
away, was reached at 4:40. Coffee was served 
at a farmmer’s house, and a rush was made for 
Goshen. Now it is On to Chicago,“ with 
no symptoms of fainting hearts. 

Roberts has not had his clothes off nor 
been shaved in three days.

MURDER BY UNKNOWN HAND 
VERDICT ON MYSTERIOUS CASE 


Coroner’s Jury Finds That August 
Bergalt Was Victim of Attack— 
Life Sentence for Slayer of Woman. 


August Bergalt, who was found lying in 
front of a deserted house on Wallace ave- 
nue, near Eighty-first street, on Feb. 5, and 
who died without gaining consciousness, was 
the victim of violence, according to the ver- 
dict of a coroner's jury yesterday. The 
formal verdict was that death had resulted 
from fracture of the skull caused by some 
blunt instrument in the hands of an unknown 
person. 

The inquest was opened Feb. 12, but cir- 
cumstances connected with Bergalt's death 
led the police to ask for a continuance pend- 
ing investigation. Four detectives have 
worked constantly om the case, but have no 
clew to the person who committed the crime. 
Lieut. Primm is positive that Bergalt was 
robbed and then struck on the head. 


AUTO RACER TELLS OF SNOW. 


Capt. Hansen of French Car Says Drifts 
Are Worse than Anything He 
Found in Siberia. 


“Tam willing to wager that not more than 
three cars in the New York-Paris automo- 
bile run will cross the Bering strait,’’ de- 
clared Capt. Hans. Hendrik Hansen, with 
the French De Dion car, yesterday, who is 
in Chicago awaiting the manufacture of a 
duplicate tail shaft for hie car, which broke 
down at Kendallville, Ind., Thursday night. 

Capt. Hansen does not take kindly to the 
impression that the Thomas Flyer is making 
a ruhaway race of it, but avers that his car 
has made better time than the American 
car. He also charges that the Thomas peo- 
ple are violating the rules of the contest in 
having extra men to shovel snow from the 
car's path. 

* I don’t believe I ever saw such snow drifts 
im a civilized country,“ said Capt. Hansen.

gas. According to her maid the gas was 
pouring from a tube that led from a wall 
fixture to a réading lamp on a table at the 
head of the bed. 

Coroner Shrady was summoned five hours 
later. He made an examination and ques- 
oto various occupants of the Burden 

ouse. 


An Accident, Says Coroner. 

There is no doubt in my mind that Mrs. 
Burden’s death was the result of an acci- 
dent, said Coroner Shrady. “ There ts not 
the slightest reason to suspect it a cage of 
suicide.“ Coroner’s. Physician Lehane, who 
examined the body later in the day, expressed 
the same opinion. 

Mrs. Burden died of illuminating gas pol- 
soning,” he said, and ae the result of an ac- 
cident.’’ So confident is Coroner Shrady that 
there is no myetery about the case that no 
autopsy will be held. 

When Coroner Shrady reached the house, 
at Fifth avenue and Seventy-second street, 
both Dr. H. Lyle and Dr. F. P. Kinnicut were 
there. Dr. Kinnicut, who had been Mrs. 
Burden’s family physician, told the coroner 
he had been treating Mrs. Burden for grip 
for the last three days, and though she had 
suffered from some pain, she had not at any 
time been in a serious condition or confined ta 
her bed. 

Emma Hoffnau, an Alsatian young woman, 
who had served Mrs. Burden as maid for 
some time, discovered the body. She hurried 
to the bed arid tried to arouse her mistress, 
but, being unable to doso, alarmed the house- 
hold. When Dre. Kinnicut and Lyle arrived 
Mrs. Burden’s body was cold. 


Tube Forced Off Lamp. 


Dr. Kinnicut found the tube leading to the 
gas lamp hed been forced back from the 
lamp for a quarter of an inch and through 
the opening gas had entered the room. 

Coroner Shrady said the facts appeared 
to be that whem Mrs. Burden had tired 
reading she had turned the gas off at the 
lamp, but had not closed the stopcock fixture 
at the wall. The gas preseurethen had been 
sufficient to force the fiimsily attached tube 
away from the lamp. 

One of the windows looking upon Seventy- 
second street was partly lowered from the 
top. When the maid opened the bedroom 
door to call her mistress she found a white 
Pommeranian spaniel pet of Mrs. Burden's 
had jumped up to the window seat and was as 
near as he could get to the opening in the 
window. When he saw the maid the dog 
jumped down and scampered out of the 


Warth Scott Burden, brother-in-law of 
Mrs. Burden, in a statement in behalf of the 
family, recited the incidents as given. 
“There ie no doubt that Mrs. Burden’s 
death was due to gas poisoning,” he said. 
“No arrangements have yet been made for 


the funeral.“ 
Favorite in Society. 


Mrs. William P. Burden was one of the 
most beautiful young women in New York 
society. As Miss Natica Rives she for sev- 
eral years was an acknowledged belle. She 
was a daughter of O. H. P. Belmont and when 
her mother married George L. Rives she took 
the name of her mother’s second husband. 
She had been married only a little more 
han a year, her marriage to William Proud- 
Burden having taken place on April 17 
laat year in Grace church. The wedding was 
one of: the year's events in which New York 
society took the most interest. 

Mrs. Burden was a great favorite of Mrs 
‘setor, who was her godmother. Her hus- 
band is a son of Mre. James Abercrombie 
Burden. He was graduated from Harvard 
in the class of 1889. 

He ie a blond giant, standing some two 
inches above six feet He was one of the best 
football players Harvard ever hed. His 
brother, Arthur Scott Burden, is the husband 
of the former Cynthia Roche. 

Not long before Miss Natica Rives’ engage- 
ment to Mr. Burden was announced her 
health was broken down and she spent some 
time under treatment for a nervous disorder. 
About the same time it ie said she had been 
much annoyed og mon anonymous letters, 
supposed to have written by a former

Says Beach Made Appointment. 


Mrs. Badenoch still insists Beach was the 
one who made the appointment for the cab 
ride which brought about all the trouble. 
His wife was out of town, she declared, and 
he invited her to call for him at the Lambs’ 
club and go out for dinner. The author took 
her, she says, to a hotel on West Twenty- 
eighth street, where they dined. 

When she called up his home the next day 
she was surprised to find, she says, thut he 
was married. She had several spirited con- 
versations with Mrs. Beach over the tele- 
phone, and, to her amazement, she finally 
was summoned by the district attorney’s 
office.

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—There is wailing and 
gnashing of teeth among the members of 
the German agrarian party, that bucolic 
band of patriots whose chief. missioh in life 
ig to keep the American hog out of the fa- 
therland, over the discovery that nearly a 
thousand tons of pork managed to get into a 
country in 1907 without deciminating the pop- 
ulation. 

It came in the shape of 225 tone of fresh 
and 765 tons of salt pork, all packed in Chi- 
cago. As the exclusion laws absolutely bar 
Yankee meat products, the agrarian life 
saving crew are unable to actount for such 
immense quantities of the disease breeding 
sustenance getting by the lynx eyed sleuths 
of the kaiser’s customs service. 

Hint at Venal Te. 


In their rage they covertly hint at ſrregu- 
larities, “‘ which are iInexpressibly regrettable 
and disquieting if true,“ says the official 
agrarian organ tonight, which continues: 
“The imports mentioned are barred from 
Germany because American packers no long- 
er furnish nontriching ‘certificates, which 
the fatherland justly demands. 

The customs authorities must give this 
strange affair their sharpest attention and 
steps must be taken to see that the laws are 
administered rigorously not only in the in- 
terest of public health but also in the interest 
of governmental authority.“ 


| Entered as Danish Goods? 

The German agents of the big Chicago 
packing houses are aware of the fact that 
large quantities of the inhibited meat prod- 
ucts entered Germany last year. : 

They are believed to have been shipped 
from Denmark as Danish goods, a simple 
dg¢claration to that effect having proved suf- 
1 to secure their admission in the em- 
pire.

RAID ON RUSSIAN TERRORISTS 
FOLLOWED BY OTHER ARRESTS 


St. Petersburg Police Believe They Have 
Frustrated Biggest Plot in Years 
Against Imperial Party.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 21.~The frustra- 
tion in this city yesterday of a terrorist plot 
and the arrest on the streets of no less than 
fifty men and women for alleged complicity. 
‘wae followed today by the capture in subur- 
ben towns of several other persons impli- 
cated in the abortive attempt at dssas- 
sination. The police believe they have made 
the most important and telling move 
against the terrorists that has been engi- 
neered in years. “ 

The plot of yesterday came much nearer 
maturity than did the last unsuccessful con- 
spiracy against the emperor, the participants 
in which were tried and condemned last July. 
According to the police the band yesterday 
had two victims in view, Grand Duke Nicho- 
las Nicholaievitch, son of Grand Duke Mich- 
ael, and M. Chtcheglovitoff, the minister of 
justice. 

Both the grand duke and the minister were 
to have been assassinated between their resi- 
dences and the railroad station for Tsarskoe 
Selo, where they were going to see the em- 
peror. Two distinct revolutionary organi- 
satione were concerned. The first had. its 
headquarters in Finland and the second was 
the so-called northern flying column. re- 
eruited in the vicinity of Moscow. 


MME. GOULD PAYS SO S BILL. 


Court of Appeals Confirms Finding of 
Lower Court That Ex-Wife Must 
Settle for Actress’ Diamonds. 


PARIS, Feb. 21.—The Court of Appeals has 
confirmed the judgment of the lower court 
ordering Count Boni de Castellane and Mme. 
Anna Gould, who secured a divorce frem the 
count last year, jointly to pay to Vera Nemi- 
doff, an opera singer, the sum of $24,000 for 
certain jewels the count purchased from her 
prior to the divorce. Mme. Gould entered 
the defense that she was an entire stranger to 
the transaction and had never seen the jew- 
els. The court laid down the principle that 
the jewels presumably had been purchased 
for the use of the buyer’s wife. 


TURKS CONDEMN 51 ARMENIANS 


Eight Accused as Rebels Doomed to Die 
and Forty-three Sentenced to Life 
Imprisonment. 


TIFLIS Feb. 21--News was received here 
today thet the Turks recently raided the 
frontier village of Carina, in the province of 
Van, Adriatic Turkey, and captured fifty- 
one Armenians, whom they accused of be- 
ing members of a revolutionary society. 
Court martial was formed on the spot, and 
after a speedy trial eight of the men were 
eentenced to death and forty-three to life 
imprisonment.

MEN SEE CALLAO, SIGHTS. 


City Street s Crowded with Men—On 
Good: Behavior. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—[S8pecial.]— 
Official confirmation was given today to the 
report that the American battleship fleet, 
after completing its voyage to San Francisco, 
will return by way of the Suez canal. 

The information, given out by Secretary 
Metcalf, was in answer to an invitation from 
the Australian government to have the fleet, 
or at least some of its units, visit that coun- 
try. After expressing his appreciation of the 
invitation the secretary said: 

“The eventual movements of our fleet 
have not yet been determined. While it is 
probatde that the vessels will return by way 
of Suez, I would be glad if some of them 
could be sent by the Australian route, but 
it would be premature to promise this.” 

First Repairs for Fleet. 

Acting 4 dispatches from 
Admiral , sent from Callao, the navy 
department today made arrangements to 
send from Mare Island navy yard at once 
1,000 boller tubes for boilers. These are in- 
tended for the leaky boilers on the battle- 
ship Maine. It is the first consignment of 
repairs for the big fleet which the department 
has been called upon to make. 

Senator Perkins of California today spoke 
in the senate in justification of expenditures 
for the upbuilding of the American navy and 
of the policy of sending the fleet into the 
Pacific ocean. He reviewed the achieve- 
ments of the navy and declared that it was 
the most popular branch of the government 
service. 


FLEET MEN HAVING GOOD TIME. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. } 

CALLAO, Peru, Feb. 21.—({Special.}-—The 
good behavior of the bluejackets of the fleet 
at all the ports at which the warships have 
called has resulted in their being given the 
largest amount of shore leave compatible 
with the discipline ot the fleet. The streets 
of Callao are full of sailors, all bent on tak- 
ing in the sights and having a good time. 

Rear Admirals Thomas, Emory, and Sper- 
ry and the various captains of the fleet 
today went by train to Lima, where they 
at once proceeded to the American legation, 
where they were recetved with great cor- 
dialty by Leslie Combs, the Américan min- 
ister. 

Combs escorted the officers to the official 
residence of President Pardo, where they 
were formally received and welcomed to 
‘Peru. Calls also were made upon Sefior 
Polo, the minister ef foreign affairs, and 
Gen. Eleshura, the minister of war and ma- 
rine. 

Rear Admiral Evans has issued a circular 
letter to the different commanders giving 
the details of a contest between the vessels 
to determine which ie the most economical 
in the fuse of coal and oll under all kinds of 
cpuising conditions. He says he will ask 
the navy department to give a prize of $1,000 
to the winning ship. 

Five hundred bags of mail have been de- 
livered to the fleet, and the news from home 
is being read eagerly by the officers and 


men.

CHICAGOANS URGE AID 
FOR CANAL TO ST. LOUIS. 


James Sedden and Robert Gaylord Ap- 
pear Before Congress Committee in 
the Interests of the Project.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—-[ Special. — 
James Sedden and Robert Gaylord of Chi- 
cago appeared before the committee on rivers 
and harbors of the house today in support of 
the Davy bill providing for the construction 
of a deep waterway between Chicago and 
St, Louls. No action was taken by the com- 
mittee and no date was set for future hear- 
ings. 

Messrs. Sedden and Gaylord explained the 
proposal of the bill whereby three big power 
concerns agree to construct a combined wa- 
terway and power development in the Des- 
plaines, Lilinois, and Mississippi r vera at the | 
expense of the government, tia companies 
agreeing to pay interest on the whole cost 
at the rate of 2 per cent per annum. 

In return for the work of constructing 
the waterway the companies demand the 
right to operate it for ninety-nine years, after 
which period it shall revert to the govern- 
ment. The companies will claim the exclu- 
sive right during the lease period to what- 
ever water power it may develop. 

The estimated cost of the project is about 
$60,000,000, which shall be paid by the 
government from time to time as it may 
be required to meet the expenditures. The 
bill, they explained, contains a provision for 
the issuance of government bonds covering 
the total amount. The companies mentioned 
in the bill promise to file plans of construction 
for the approval of the secretary of war with- 
in ninety days after the passage of the pro- 
posed aot.

POOR MILK AT CUT RATES 
ATTRACTS POOR, SAYS EVANS 


Health Commissioner Denies Prof. 
John M. Trueman’s Charges of Dis- 
crimination Are Revelations to City 


“ When you pay less than the market price 
for milk you increase the probability of get - 
ting an article that is under grade,“ is the 
way City Health Commissioner Evans meets 
the charge of Prof. John M. Trueman that 
the city’s poor are being imposed upon with 
adulterated and unclean food. 

“Prof. Trueman doesn’t tell Yes a single 
thing that is new,” continued the commis- 
sioner. “ There was impure milk sold here 
before I assumed office and there will be some 
when I leave, despite the strenuous efforts 
we are making to wipe out the evil. 

“Bach of these sixteen inspectors is re- 
quired to send to our laboratory 100 samples 
for analysis each week, and their reports 
show the cleanliness of the cows, their sta 
bies, and the places where the milk is sold. 

Furthermore we are prosecuting as high 
as sixty cases a week, and we have revoked 
the licenses of many dealers, but still the 
trouble is not abated. 

“Certainly the rich people get the best 
milk because they pay the best price—8& cents. 
In the poor districts ‘can milk’ is sold for 
5 cents a quart. We are doing all in our 
power to put the cheats out of business. The 
first time a dishonest milkman is caught he 
le let off with the costs, the next time fined 
$5 or $10. then probably $100. and if he 
doesn’t desist we take his license.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—[{Special.]—Unin- 
fluenced in any way by the meager news of 
the day's having to do with financial mar- 
kets. the volume of business on the stock 
exhange today fell some 200,000 shares under 
that of Thursday, while prices once more 
displayed a distinctly hardening tendency. 

Along with the absence of unsettling news 


there was also a cessation of the liquida- § 


tion in differerit quarters of the stock list, 
which had been a feature of the trading on 
earlier days of the week. The usual daily 
dispatches from Washington of disturbing 
character failed to put in any ‘appearance, 
and in large measure the merket was left 
to reflect the sentiment of the financial com- 
munity itself. This seems to be veering 
around slowly toward optimism. 


Gloomy Feeling Vanishes. 


Much of the gloom so prevalent at the open- 
ing of the week has vanished, to be succeeded 
by stolcal acceptance of the situation and a 
disposition to look on its brighter side. It 
was this fact that led such a quiet reception 
of the order to the interstate commerce com- 
mission to investigate the wage situation on 
the railroads, although by a majority of 
thore interested in financial markets this 
move is looked upon asa political one at the 
possibile expense of the railroads. 

The only two developments, aside from the 
publictaion of the bank statement, calling for 
notice Were those on copper and the resump- 
tion of dividends bythe Brooklyn Union Gas 
company, Whose declaration of a 2% per cent 
Payment covering an indefinite period led to 
a sharp rise in Consolidated Gas shares on the 
stock exchange. 

On account of the closing of the banks to- 
day in observance of the holiday, the regular 
weekly statement published on Saturday was 
issued after the close of the market. The 
increase of $5,113,000 in cash reported is under 
that foreshadowed by preliminary estimates 
of the currency movements, but an increase 
of $8,721,000 in loans, due presumably to oper- 
ations in the financing of purchases of New 
York City bonds, together with the other 
changes, enabled the associated institutions 
to add only $1,618,000 to the surplus. 


Lesson of Reserve Account. 


This is the fifth successive week in which 
only a small addition has been made to the 
reserve account or an actual loss suffered by 
il, but it is hardly safe to draw the inference 
that the movement toward a great reserve 
fund has come to an end, It wiil be recalled 
that following the crisis of 1803 surplus re- 
serves ran up to $111,000,000. At present they 
amount to only $32,468,000, but there can be 
little cause for complaint if the failure to es- 
tablish such successive holdings proves due 
to a more apgeedy resumption of business ac- 
tivity than was the cage in 1804. 

The trust compannies and nonreporting 
state banks also made their weekly state- 
ment, showing a substantial gain in cash and 
an increase of above $1,000,000 in reserve, 
the percentage of which now stands at 25.6 
per cent.

Stuyvesant Fish has given up the fight for 
Illinois Central control. Yesterday afternoon 
he issted a Statement, which, in effect. is a 
throw ins up of the sponge. His statement 
is mailed to the stockholders of the road. It 
offers to return proxies to those who desire 
them. 

Mr. Fish says: The Hon. Farlin d. Ball, 
judge of the Superior court of Cook county, 
III., yesterday dissolved the injunction which 
he had granted on Oct. 14, 1907, restraining 
the Union Pacific railroad company and the 
Railroad Securities company from voting 
the 281,281 shares of Ilbinois Central stock 
held by them, which constitute nearly three- 
tenths (to be exact, 20.56 per cent) of the total 
capital of 950,400 shares. 

Proxies have been given to Mr. Charles 
M. Beach, Mr. J. DeW. Cutting, and myself 
by many of those in the service of the com- 
pany, by shippers resident on and near the 
railroad, by those furnishing it with material 
and supplies, or interested in industries de- 
pendent on the railroad for transportation, 
and by others who, for various reasons, may 
not now desire to have it known that they 
have done 60. 

* As the voting on March 2, 1008, will of ne- 
cessity leave in the hands of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad company a permanent record of 
all those in whose names proxies are voted, it 
is due to the stockholders in America and in 
Europe alike that I should say if any of 
them wish to withdraw proxies given to Mr. 
Beach, Mr. Cutting, and myself, they have 
but to advise me of the fact, in which cage 
such proxies will be withheld from presenta- 
tion at the stockholders’ meeting and if so 
requested, thereafter returned unused to 
those who executed them.”

TOO LATE TO RECOVER? 


Speaker Blames Rate Discrimi- 
nation and Says Three New 
Piers Are Enough. 


Rate discrimination by the raflroads was 
advanced yesterday as the principal reason 
why Chicago has lost its marine prestige. 
This cause for the steady decline of Chica- 

s great lakes commerce was given by C. 

Kremer, vice president of the Merchant 
Marine league, who spoke before the mem- 
bers of the city harbor commission, recently 
appointed by Mayor Busse. 

The speaker read a paper in which he 
claimed Chicago has declined in marine 
commerce uninterruptedly during the lest 
twenty years. Incidentally, he gave the 
plans for a lake harbor both a knock and 
a “ boost.” 

He advocated instead of an elaborate har- 
bor for the accommodation of 60,000,000 tone 
annually the construction of three piers in 
the lake between the river and Ohio street 
for the accommodation of package freight, 
fruit, and passenger steamers. Should this 
not be sufficient. he said, a number of piers 
in the lake between the Illinois Central slip 
and the south side of the river would be 
ample. 


Maybe Commerce Would Come. 

“This thing of a great commercial harbor 
fn the lake is all tommyrot,” sald the speak- 
er. “ You’re going to Build a harbor and 
mayde the commerce will come, anyhow.’ ” 

Win not Chicago gain in lake commerce 
if we have better facilities?’ asked Charles 
H. Wacker, a member of the commission. 

No, nothing can overcome the decline of 
the marine commerce in Chicago. Mr. Kre- 
mer answered. “ Elevators and coal docks 
disappeared long before the big boats came 
into use. None have been built to replace 
them because they are not needed.”’ 

“ Duluth and Superior have gained in lake 
commerce, while Chicago has not. The rea- 
eon is Duluth and Superior are in a straight 
line with Buffalo, while boats to Chicago 
have to make 900 miles over a rail distance 
of 400 miles. 

“Chicago will not regain any lake com- 
merce by the construction „ an elaborate 
harbor. The city has all the facilitiessit 
needs. All you have to do is to make some 
improvements. All my personal interests 
are against this, but that is my judgment. 

sident Delano of the Wabash railroad, 
who is a member of the commission, smiled 
and said: 
ny Yes, the railroads evidently are a wicked 


Favors Three Long Piers. 


“ Between the river and Ohio street there 
fe sufficient space to construct three piers, 
which would. extend into the lake parallel 
with the North pier, for a distance of 2,000 to 
2,500 feet, continued Mr. Kremer. 

My suggestion is to have the passenger 
steamers land and depart from these piers. 
The piers could be connected with the tracks 
of the Chicago and 8 railroad 
and freight cars could be faken directly to 
and from these piers over the railroad. There 
could be a cross town street car line in In- 
diana streéet, intercepting the Wells, Clark 
and State street car lines, which could take 
passengers out to or directly on to these 
piers. 

In this way the piers would be more acces- 
gible than most of the passenger docks now 
are. These pliers presenting a dock frontage

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FIGHT SUNDAY CLOSING VOTE 


Election Board Hears Arguments 
Against Wets' Petition. 


H. N. BELL LEADS ATTACK. 


Declares Result of Ballot Would Be 
Without Legal Effect. 


“This petition is monstrous. It is reeking 
with illegality and tinged in every particular 
with anarchy. It is a matter of common 
knowledge and has been recognized here as 
having originated in an organization which 
has as its object the annulment of the Sun- 
day closing law.” 

This was the closing shot of Attorney H. 
N. Bell, representing the prohibition party, 
in his argument against the petition for a 
vote on Sunday saloons. The petition is 
now befere the election commissioners. All 
day yesterday arguments against the peti- 
tion were made by Attorneys Bell and E. 
W. Chafin, the latter representing the Wom- 
an's Christian Temperance Union of Cook 
County. 

The hearing was continued until 10 a. m. 
today, when the arguments for the tem- 
perance forces will be closed by Robert Mo- 
Murdy of the law firm of Church & 
McMurdy. Edward T. Noonan, attorney 
for the United Societies, will open the argu- 
ments for the petition. County Judge Rina- 
ker is sitting en banc with the commission- 


Clashes Are Frequent. 

Clashes between the attorneys were fre- 
quent, Judge Rinaker being compelled re- 
peatedly to restore order. 

„May it please the court,” interrupted 
Mr. Noonan while Mr. Chafin was citing 
bible quotations, “I would Uke to inquire 
whether this is a legal argument or a revival 
meeting?” 

Attorney Bell based his argument entirely 
on the legal aspect of the case. 

“This petition does not come under the 
jurisdiction of the election commissioners,”’ 
said Mr. Bell, because they are author- 
ized by the law to submit to the voters only 
questions that properly come under the 
public policy act. 

‘Should this matter de put to vote, then 
why shouldn't this question be submitted 
to ballot: Should the inhabitants of Chi- 
cago be required to conform to the laws of 
matrimony?’ Unfortunately there is a fol- 
lowing of the disciples of free love here, and 
they all would vote No“ The vote would 
have no bearing on the law except to em- 
bolden those opposing it to violate it more 
flagrantly. 


Attorney Bell Asks Questions. 

„ Wny not submit the question, Should 
HMberty of the individual be restrained by the 
law in as far as necessary to conserve the 
welfare of society, as opposed to absolute 
freedom and restraint by no law?’ 

“The anarchists might get up such a 
petition, and on submission to ballot would 
vote No.“ 

As far as having any legal effect, Attor- 
ney Bell said the citizens of Chicago might 
as well vote on the question of admitting 
goods from the ports of Germany without 
duty.
